And, again: 

Let our enemy sppear as an exterminating 
Yankee host, we pray, and not aaa Democratic 
convention. Let him take any shape but that! 
Already we have visions of the men of lecble 
knees, tender feet, and undulating spines los ng 
their sense aid manhood by the contact, an 
they did, aUti so often betore. 

So these long-headed rebels see the greater 
danger to their cause in these men who preach 
peace ard a National Convention, than in 
armed enemies. 

We are a better Union man than the editor 
of the Journal — always were; but the move 
adopted to put down the rebellion Is not ours.

Statks Loan is Eholaxd.— Not- 
tbe repeated statements that 
have been made that tbe Government did not 
contemplate making a European loan, It has 
been evident for some lime that this could not 
besvoided. By the late dispstches, it seems 
tbat a Kan ol 1100,000,000 has been made there 
tysn agent sent out for tbe purpose. This 
loan is of course neeessary to procure specie 
«M which to pay the Interest to bankers who 
have Uken the Government stocks. As they 
paid for the stocks In greenbacks cnly,that 
great financier, the present good looking Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, h*d no other means by 
which a sufficient amount of specie conld Le 
procured, unless he were to sell greenbsi ks 
at a ruinous discount to tbe gamblers In Wall 
street, who have been able, by his manage 
ment, to carry gold up to a pretty high figure. 

Tho Interest on the public debt will soon 
reach $100,000,000, which Is about equal to the 
enlire product of all the gold fields of the 
U nl ted States. Most of the loan was made 
from American bankers and money lenders, 
who seemed to hove had no more trouble in con - 
vincing Mr. Chase tbat this Government should 
pay double the rate of Interest paid by other 
countries, than they had to convince hlai that 
the plan of borrowing money from the people 
without interest, as had been dene by the use 
of treasury no es, was wrong, and should be 
left fcxelnslvely to the batiks. 

The people will soon begin to see the mar- 
velous advantage of bavlog a great man at the 
head of the finances, but at present It is only 
the bankers who throw up their hats, and, as 
at li .-aton, givejalm three loud hurrahs.

March as a candidate for re elec Ion to Con 
gress. At Fslmoath, on th< 4th instant, I de 
clarcd that my name would not be submitted 

to the Convention, which had been propo«ed 
for the third cf June, at Covington. I have 
taken other steps to make keown so the peo- 
ple my deterurnatioti no*, to bz subject to tbat 
Convention. I thonght it better uot to give 
the reasens which re uated me to this course 
before the d«v sppoint-d for this Convention. 
I am of s diff rtul f-p'ml-vi tbi* time and 
think that I ought to give some explanation 
in this addrefs. 

After I hid myself announced ass candl 
date, I omitted ro opportunity to ascertain 
the feeling of the Union people of the District. 
B.-fore tbe annonnc.mest, I had b»en en- 
couraged by many gentl^m-m toJtiud for re- 
eeeeuon. Afterward, I beenme convinced 
that the people of tbe Dr.rict vlb 
whom I concurred in political sen'i 
ment were in favor of my rc election, and 
did not desire a c 'iivntiou. And that there 
were gentleman who did not agree with me, 
desiring a Convention for tho purpose of 
bringing forward a candidate to represent 
their views. I bavo not presumed to ques- 
tion their right to be truly represented in 
their caudlda'e. I knew tbat there were 
gentlemen prominent among them for tbe 
candidacy with whom I conld no', consistent- 
ly enter into an adjustment. I thought the 

Sentlemen moving for a Convention con- 
cmned in ■ in a political sense, and tbat I 
bad no right to interfere with ihem in the 
business ot getting a candidate, except so far 
as I might be abl- to pnvtat citixens differ 
ing from them and concurring with me from 
taking part in their movement. I have the 
perfect right to compete with their candidate 
at the election, but mme to make sucg js'loo* 
at to the mode In which the*y should bring 
him forward for Hid rac-*. 

I believe tbat the movement for a Cinven 
tlonis made by those who condemn my gen- 
eral course ds" R preeentatlTe ia the last 
Congress, and desire in the next a Reprenen 
tatlve of a differ. u'- political complsxioi. I 
do not complain of th«ir motive, and desire, 
but I eliffer wltU theuj, and claim for my 
political friends the fame light wuich I recog- 
nise in ihem, and would no'. uk<: from them. 

A large Lumber of the gentlemen, and I 
think tbe most ot them, who desire a Convcn 
lion candidate, were delegates, to the State 
Convention nt Louisville. But all e>f tbe dele- 
gates from this D .strict to thit Coaven I >d, 
are not, la the present movemen., f r a Con 
ventlon In the District. The District d legi 
lion at Ixiulsvillr appointed a memo -r of ih" 
Committee which reported the pla'forin of 
tho State Convention. After the platform wa- 
reported and adop'cd, the P tmillllli fi Um 1 
for this District usked to have, and d.d have*, 
entered upon tbe record the following diasent: 
"I am compelled to dissunt lro:n the major- 
ity In reference to the first resolution report- 
ed; but as to all the othcis, I meist heartily 
concur. M. M. Bunton." 

Thus It nv.y be seen that the Sixth District, 
through its Representative on tho Committee, 
is made to antagonize the^ first resolution 
adopttd by tho Stale Convention, ;.nd oue of 
the gentlemen who made the call for the Cov 
ington Convention, aasens that Mr. Benton 
was Instructed by the D. strict, us represented 
at Louisville, to make the disseuu Hero Is 
the rcMoluiion from which the dissent was 
made: 

Ii—oli*l, That this Convention approve and In 
dorae the principles embodied la lht» joint resolu- 
tions upou Federal afl'eire, adopted by the G en era l 
Aeeemblv of tui* Commonwealth at its late sethion, 
hereby afilnuing tlie saiuo. 

Some delegates from this District did uot 
participate in tbe disscLt made by Mr. I! in- 
ton; some did not know of it. I am not able 
to give the number of those who instructed 
him to "dissent from the muj^iity" ot the 
Committee "in reference to the first resolution 
reported." Bat I believe that those who gave 
Mr. Benton tbe Instruction are getting up tbe 
Covington Convention, and those who did net 
cincur in the "dissen:" are noi favorirg the 
Convention. Right here in this connection, 
the people may like to see the full meaning cf 
the resolution from which seme of the gen- 
tlemen, chiralug to speak for them at Louis- 
ville, dlesetiled. In order to show ;h • princi- 
ples of the Slate Convent ioa, which did not 
have the approval of Mr. Benlou and e f these 
who instructed him, 1 wi 1 here give the 
"joint resolutions" of the Geaeral Assembly 
which are indorsed by the first resolution ot 
the Conveutioc:

exp'-riiui :it c ,n be corrected by the hellel-box. 
Policy, as well ii- rinciple.reijul' e« that Kentucky 
•hall await the process ofieforat which ia slow but 
sure, and refrain from all nnlawful and unconstitu- 
tional acta which have already brougiit terr.ble ca- 
lamities upon tbe country: while we invoke the aid 
of all pulrioliS men to avert the evils that threaten 
our free Institutions. 

S. That this Genera! Assembly declares, as before 
It has oftentimes declared, that the Stat* of Ken- 
tucky hath ever been, and Is, loyal to the Govern- 
ment of tbe I'li't'-d Mates of America, ar.d Is de- 
termined to maintatu that loyally against both do- 
mestic and foreign foes. 

8. That this General Assembly recognizes a man- 
ifest difference lM.-twecn any administration of the 
Government and the Government Itself — the one Is 
transitory, limited In duration onlv to that period 
of time for which the onVwrs elected by the people 
are charged with th'- rondnct of tho same; the 
other Is permanent, rut :ided by Its founders to en- 
dure former. 

4. That this General Assembly now. In the ex- 
ercise of its right to differ in opinion with the 
National Bxecutlre, enter* its solemn prates*, 
against the proclamation of th* President of tbe 
United States, dsted 1st of January. 1863. by whi h 
hf assumes to emancipate all slav. s w ithin certain 
States, holding the same to be unwise, uncoustl- 
tational and void. 

0. That this eieneral Assembly den-lar^s that the 
power which has r ece nt ly been assunn d by the 
President of the I'uited State, whereby, under 
the guise of military necessity, he lis* proclaimed 
and extended martial law over the htates where 
•vardid not ex'st, and has snspended the writ of

i such event, cordially and earnestly co-operate 
iih til em In the restoration of peace, unci th 
enrement of saoh guarantees as wonld give security 
to all their iutrreata and rights 

8. That Kentucky will adhere to the Constitu- 
tion snd the Union, ab the best. It may be the last, 
hope of popular freedom; and for all wrongs which 
may have been committed, or evils which may 
□nt, will seek redress under the Constitution snd 

peo|>le. 

#. That this General Assembly halls, with pleas- 
urable hepe, the recent manifestations of oonaerva- 
iveeenti ment among the people of the non-elave-

MuKr&KUSBOKO, May 17. 

Gen. Palmer, accompanied by his escort, 
26 men, and 60 men from tbe First Middle 
Tennessee cavalry, made a brilliant dash early 
yesterday morning on a detachment of the 
Third Georgia csvalry, who were awaltlrg 
them on tbe Mradjrille pike, In the riclnily ol 
Cripple creek . The rebels numbered at) men, 
and were commanded by Lieut. Col. Thomp- 
son. They fought desperately for a few 
minutes, but were routed with a loss of 
eighteen men captured and several killed. 
Amonglhe captarcd are Captains Willis and 
M. C. Edwards, of the Third Georgia. The 
former is dangerously wounded. 

The ChaltanooKa Rebel of the lOtb, just re- 
ceived, contains the following: 

M'Jbut y May 14. — Jackson is occupied by the 
enemy. We fought them all day, but were 
unable to hold the city. D. 

Nnw York, May 17. 

The steamer George Washington, from New 
Orleans on the 10th, arrived here this morn- 
ing. 

An Opeleusas letter of the 5th states that 
Information from Grand Gulf and the gunboat 
fleet had been received there, with details of 
the cipture of Port Gibson by Gen. OUerhaus. 
When the latter wa« nearlng Port Gibson, he 
was met by hundreds of tamillos fleeing from 
the Interior to escape the raid of the Illinois 
cavulry. 

The prevalent opinion among secessionists 
was that Port Gibson was the safest plsce in 
that region. 

The dsraage done by the cavalry raid was 
Irreparable. 

It was rumored at Opelousas that Port Hud- 
son was evacuated. 

John X. Hays and P. G. Tracy, of the Era, 
had been expelled from New Orleunsfor writ- 
ing and publishing a ejuestionable article.

Colonel Grierson had srrived st New Orleima, 
snd has been presented by the Unionists with 
a magnificent charger. 

Admiral Farragut arrived at New Orleans on 
the 0th, from Urashear city. The Admiral and 
bis officers left the fligship in the Red river, 
and brings tbe important intelligence thai 
Alexandria, La», was captured on the 4th by 
Admiral Porter and a portion of his own fleet, 
prior to the capture of Alexandria. 

Fort Dearussy on Reiver was d emolis^- 
ed after a fight, and a rebel gunboat was also 
captured.

Grlerson's force, the 8ixih aud 
Seventh Illinois cavalry and a battery, num- 
bering some WO* men, followed by a large 
number of prisoners, rode into tbat city on 
tbat day. They left Lagrange on April 16ih, 
and burnt the rebel stores and railroad depot 
at Okalona, tho depot and two heavily laden 
freight and commissary t rains, and an ordnance 
train at Newton, oa tbe Charleston and Ticks- 
burg Railroad. Tie ordnance train contained 
three thousand loaded shells for the Ylcksbnrg 
batteries, which exploded, making a terrific 
noise. From Newton they followed the rail 
road, burning ail the bridges; thence south on 
the Mobile and Ohio Railroad to Enterprise, 
where they destroyed tho ordnance works; 
thence back to Newton, burning sll the 
bridges from thence to Jackson, destroying 
the trreal bridge over the Pearl river and 
tearing up two miles of railroad track; ihenoe 
tbey followed the Jackson and New Orleans 
Railioafi sooth to the Louisaas line. 

A rebel force of 1,000 men st Clinton wss 
evaded by making a circuit around them. 
Our force destroyed their camp equipage ana 
store*, and captured 800 prisoners. While 
crossing tho broach of tbe Amite river, Lieut. 
Col. Bisokbura was severely wounded aud 
left in the hands ot the eueiny. They crossed 
the Aralie river on the morning ot tho 1*1. 
Ten miles from Baton Muuge tbey captured a 
rebel caaalry pickc-t of ifiO mea and horses, 
burned Caen. Wethsrbee's house, capsnred 
his horaas, and then rod- Into Baton Kouac, 
looking iough but In good condition. Every 
railroad ia Mississippi has boon cut by them. 
They have supplied themselves with fresh 
horses on the routes, and brought In over 300 
contrabands on horses, and neatly all these 
leading horse*.

— The late Southern papers are full of la- 
mentation over the death of Stonewall Jack- 
son, whom the rtbels style the greatest of 
their "martyred Generals." 

—A coirespondent of the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial writing from Corintb, and giving an 
account of Gen. Dodge's lite expedition into 
Alabama, says that as the General returned to 
Corinth he literally swept the country of pro- 
visions and forage, live stock and negroes. It 
is estimated that be burned one and a half 
millions of bushels of corn, much of whleh 
was shelled for transportation to the army;

—The 1 hlrteenth Annual Report of the Pa 
clflc Railroad of Missouri has just appeared in 
pamphlet form, and from the exhibit made it 
appetrs that the total outlay since the com 
mencement of the work, in construction on 
the main stem, has been $9,682,550, acd for 
the southwest branch, $3, 822,838. The total 
earnings of the main stem, for the year end 
log February 28, were $679,950, and of the 
southwest branch, $241,4Sl. The gross re- 
ceipts for thirteen years have been $5,112,156, 
and the total transportation expenses, $;,1 K- 
206. 

The Richmond Whig of the 12 h Inst., In 
alluding to the spoils of the late Chancellors- 
ville battle, saye: 

From every side we hear that the spoils 
left by Gen. Hooker's army exceed those on 
any previous battlefield, not excepting the 
engagements around Richmond. Not only an 
Iramen&e number of small arms — variously es- 
timated at from 30 000 to 50,000— but an almost 
lalnlta number of overcoats, knapsacks, coats 
and blankets. An idea of the spoils may be 
gathered from the statement made to in by an 
artillery officer in regard to the men of his 
battery. He says the country is so strewn 
with blankets, etc., etc., that his men in 
marohiug from one field to another, since tha 
last battles, have never cumbered themselves 
with anything, being satisfied that wherever 
they may camp for the night a plenty of blank 
ets and overcoats will be found. Shall these 
things be gathered up or thrown away; 1 -ft to 
rot, or be collected by negroes and citizens, 
who, after all the trouble of getting them to- 
gether arc to be insulted for so doing. We 
trust most sincerely that Quartermaster My- 
ers will show a proper efficiency in tnii im- 
portant matter. 

— Gen. Carrington, who wis superseded In 
the district of Indiana by Gen. Hascal, has 
been assigned an active command in the field. 
His health is feeble at present, preventing his 
departure from Indianapolis. 

— We learn from the Chicago Post that a 
movement is in progress at Pittsburg, Penn., 
designed to secure the operation of Christians 
of all denominations in behalf of an amend- 
ment of the Constitution of tbe United States, 
which shall amount to a distinct acknowledge- 
ment of God in our national Constitution, and 
clearly show thtt we sre a Christian people. 
The amendment, it is supposed, will be drawn 
by Mr. Isaac N. Arnold, of Chicago, and be 
entllled "A bill to make Christianity national 
and wickedness sectional." 

—A dispatch dated on the 16.h Inst., from
